Allan of the 
sta te police, was led into th e m ain 
en tran ce of th e prison. The big 
door closed behind him a t 10:32. 
“ I 
am 
innocent,” 
H auptm ann 
said, as he w alked up th e steps of 
th e prison. T his was in reply to a 
request for a “last w ord.” 
Mob Evaded 
T he sta te police escort evaded 
the m ob of 500 persons who w ere 
gathered a t one end of th e prieon 
by going around tb s opposite end. 
T he prisoner w as In th e second 
car of th e police m otorcade. 
W arden M cCrea said th at H aupt­ 
m ann spoke very little on th e trip 
from Flem ington. He thanked the 
w arden for th e treatm en t he had 
been accorded

jail. 
“ E verything's fine,” he said. 
In the prison, 
H auptm ann was 
taken to a side room ,

The verdict of guilty without recommend­ 
ation of mercy Ie the one millions wanted 
to hear. 
Many others, not Quite to euro of 
the conclusiveness of the state's case and 
perhaps more reluctant than their neigh­ 
bors to demand a life for a life, would hare 
bern satisfied better with a recommendation 
of merry. 
While any doubt of his guilt on 
a charge of murder continues in their mind* 
they would prefer that Hauptmann should 
remain alive. 
This trial was to have beep a demonstra­ 
tion of Justice. 
It was to here been a 
course of instructions In the conduct of a 
murder trial. 
It was to have bean a warn­ 
ing to criminals. What can be said of these 
things now that the Jury has glren Its ver­ 
dict and the trial ta over? 


Undoubtedly, the country knows more 
about tbs operation of a coart and lawyer* 
who practic* before courts than it did when 
tbs trial started. 
If It dost not have a 
higher opinion of Justice ae a result, the 
trial may bare planted certain seeds of re­ 
form. 
Surely, the one who followed th* 
trial closely must have felt disgust and 
alarm over 
frequent and plain evidence 
that both prosecution end 
defense were 
making the end Justify the means. 
One 
wanted 
Burno 
Hauptmann's 
life. 
The 
other was trying to save It. 
Perhaps Jus­ 
tle* Is impervious to those who stand at 
her feet, perhaps not. 
The Hauptmann trial will be one of the 
most widely remembered Incidents of this 
generation.

Learning By Experience 
Gen. Hugh Johnson tried to administer 
the national industrial recovery act by Bet­ 
ting like a combination of a whirlwind and 
a dictator. 
When he encountered disagree 
ment with his Idea* he turned on more 
wind. 
When It was necessary to set a pre­ 
cedent he set it on tbe spot. 
It was his 
Job to make NRA and the blue eagle mean 
something to the United State*. 
He suc­ 
ceeded. 


While succeeding he built up opposition 
to his methods which finally bulked large 
enough to force his withdrawal. 
It was un­ 
derstood when his resignation was accepted 
that one phase of national recovery had 
ended. 
Gen. Johnson's whirlwind dictator­ 
ship had served Its purpose by putting a 
blue eagle and a copy of the code for var­ 
ious Industries Into every corner of the land. 
A new phase was starting. 


Henceforth, NRA was to be run more 
methodically. 
No one was stirprlied when 
Gen. Johnson's Job as administrator was 
taken over by two hoards. On* board was 
to perform an executive function, the other 
an advisory, deliberative function. 
There 
were to be no more arbitrary decisions 
backed only by an Individual acting under 
presidential sanction In an emergency. 
In­ 
creased efficiency was to be the result. 
Uke many other intentions published by 
the Roosevelt administration, th* commie 
■ion administration of NRA seems to be 
falling short of expectations. 
There Is talk 
of placing the recovery administration un­ 
der individual direction again. 
It is indi­ 
cated the administration has concluded that 
boards cannot adapt themselves to execu­ 
tive functions. 
One man In control, sub­ 
ject to the advice and consent of a group, 
seems to offer the hest possibilities of good 
administration. 
This apparent revision of opinion, ll It is 
a revision, suggests that new dealers are 
learning about 
administration 
of govern­ 
ment by bani experience. 
One must not 
forget the possibility, however, that Gen. 
Johnson was replaced by a group to give 
the country tim# to forget his record before 
appointing another individual to the same 
position. 
The general would have been a 
hard, almost an impossible, man to follow. 
The boards, having attracted little atten­ 
tion, make It possible for another ruler of 
NRA to start from scratch.

Sloppy It The Word 
Rep. James W. Wadsworth of New York 
has introduced a bill In congress to limit 
the time during which the states may con­ 
sider a constitutional amendment. Pointing 
out the existence of four proposed amend­ 
ments. dating back to 178i*. and placing spe­ 
cial emphasis on the child labor amend­ 
ment, Rep. Wadsworth remarked that they 
present "a condition 
which, to say the 
least, Is sloppy.” 
Sloppy is the 
word. 
The child 
labor 
amendment, the only one with a chance to 
be ratified, has been rejected by 24 states 
since it was submitted in 1924. Of 24 states 
which have ratified it, 16 previously had re­ 
jected It in one or more branches of their 
legislatures. 
The Joker is that ratification 
is permanent and rejection is not. 
Thus, 
the status of an amendment may remain 
undetermined for generations, despite an 
overwhelming opposition. 
It is as though an athletic contest were 
to be played without time limits. The match 
would drag on Indefinitely, with neither 
side able to gain a clear advantage. Years 
after one side had withdrawn from the 
match, the other side could rally and start 
to play again, perhaps winning victory by 
surprise. 
Rep. Wadsworth s proposal, however, doe* 
not offer a fair correction. 
He would have 
rejection by one fourth of the states termi­ 
nate the life of a pending constitutional 
amendment. 
Clearly, this would be con­ 
trary to the principle of majority rule. 
Far 
better would be a proposal to limit 'consid­ 
eration to a definite number of years. Con­ 
gress has done this in several cases already. 
It seems the only way to assure prompt, 
decisive settlement of the status of pro­ 
posed amendments.

burn. A good plan is to place vase­ 
line around the wart before apply­ 
ing the acid. The grease covers the 
skin and protects it from the acid. 
Th* Injection Method 
Warts may also be removed by 
the electric cautery or by surgical 
excision. 
Large, unsightly warts 
are best treated in this fashion. Of 
course, this method ta not advisable 
for th# young child who may squirm 
about and make it difficult. 
Recently a new method of treat­ 
ment has been introduced for the 
removal of warts in children and 
adults. I refer to the Injections of 
bismuth. 
These Injections ere ad­ 
ministered one week apart. 
The 
substance is given hypodermically 
into the buttocks. This method Is 
less tedious and less painful than 
some of the other methods used for 
cur# of warts. Of course, it could 
only be undertaken by your physi­ 
cian and he will decide whether it 
is worth trying. 
As a matter of fact you should 
never treat any tumor or swelling 
of of the skin without first consult­ 
ing a physician. Bear In mind that 
warts may sssily be confused with 
moles and 
other skin 
disfigure­ 
ments. 
The treatment differs ac­ 
cordingly and it la Important first 
actually to determine the nature of 
the growth.

Caused by a Germ 
Though the actual cause has 
never been confirmed it is believed 
to be due to a tiny germ. 
The 
germ is so small it cannot be seen 
under a microscope. Th# term “fil­ 
terable virus” has been applied to 
organisms of this sort 
Warts are more common In chil­ 
dren than adults. They are seldom 
painful. It the growth is located iu 
the region of a nerve there may be 
some pain, or if located in an area 
where there ta continuous rubbing 
and friction, ii may become inflam­ 
ed and painful. 
Where there are numerous warts 
on the back of a child's hands, they 
usually disappear 
without 
treat­ 
ment. In the adult, there ta likely 
to be a elngla wart which Ie decid­ 
edly persistent 
There are various ways of remov­ 
ing a growth like thie.

The Sunlit Road 
By TOM T. JONES 


The tracks of the Steubenville, 
Last Liverpool and Beaver Valley 
Traction company now cover the 
atte of what was once the Walkers 
schoolhouse between East Liver­ 
pool 
aud 
Wellsville. 
This 
old 
school was a one-room building 
which functioned between a time 
shortly after the close of the Civil 
war and 1906. 
In 1906 the present two-story 
school was erected some distance 
south and west of the first build­ 
ing. 
The little one-story building 
was located on a flat space just a 
short distance off the river and 
near the Cleveland & Pittsburgh 
railway tracks. 
The dirt roadway 
then used by teamsters was sit­ 
uated between the river and the 
railway tracks. 
It was following the building of 
the street car line that this road 
wa* transferred to the site near 
the hills upon which the present 
improved highway was built a num­ 
ber of years ago. 
The early Walker* school was a 
structure about 40 feet in length 
and 28 feet wide. There was room 
for 60 pupils and most of the time 
every 
seat 
was 
filled 
for 
the 
school, in its day, was considered 
one of the largest In the East Liv­ 
erpool 
locality. 
It 
received 
IU 
prominence from the fact that it 
served, in addition to rural locali­ 
ties, children in homes located in 
Walker and Jethro. 
In this school for many year* 
families nearby held Sunday school 
every Sunday afternoon. Ministers 
often delivered sermons. 
A picture of the pupils attending 
the school in the spring of 19uo 
is in the possession of Lee C. 
Cooper of Springvale afreet, who 
was then the teacher. 
It la diffi­ 
cult to distinguish Mr. Cooper for 
then he was not much older or big- 
ger than some of hi* pupils. 
Among those who are remember­ 
ed as pupils of the school in 1900 
are Frank Owen*. WMH Peterson, 
the former Lena Ladstnskl, Harry 
Leyda, William Mylar and George 
Seese. 
The first Walker* school was lo­ 
cated in rugged surroundings. 
In 
its rear were the rough surround 
inxa of Brsdy's Hollow, with the 
Ohio river on the front. 
Pupils 
were afforded the spectacle of see 
mg railway trains pass in almost 
touching distance of them. 
Eastward they had the then In 
spiring spectacle of watching an 
industrial plant, the brick and til* 
factories of the Walker company 
rn which terra cotta and other pro­ 
duct* were manutactared. At that 
time the Walker company was one 
of the most active in th* vicinity.
